"MYSTERY OF THE 
SEA. 


French Ketch Found 
- Off La Rocque. 


7 Jersey, Dee. 13. 
At about 11 o'clock ‘on Thurs- 
day morning of last week, three 
La Rocque fishermen, named 
Frank Mallet, Arthur Gallichan 
and George Murie, were busy lift- 
ing their trots off La Rocque 
when they noticed a French ketch 
sailing along with apparently no 
one on board. “They watched 
her in order to ascertain de- 
finitely if there was anyone in 
charge, but their suspicions 
were confirmed when they noticed 
her strike a rock due South-West 
of La Racque. She had her main- 
sail and foresail set and her 
auxiliary motor was running in 
neutral. : 

As the tide turned the craft 
lifted, and swinging around, 
sailed off in the direction of the 
French ‘const: thereupon the 
three fishermen made after her, 
and boarding her near La Petite 
Frouchi¢, found that .she had 
been abandoned apparently but 
a short time before, for the cabin 
light was still burning and there 
were sardines and bread on the 
table. 

They tied their punt astern 
and made for St, . Helier, which 
was reached at about 3 p.m. 

The ketch in question, ‘which 
is named Combressol, of St. 
Servan, belongs, it appears, to 
Capt. Gesret, of St. Malo. 

Captain F, Allix, Deputy Har- 
bour Master, on learning of the 
find proceeded alongside the 
vessel; which was safely moored 
on the Commercial Buildings side 
of the Old Harbour, and secured 
the necessary details. : 


M. le Consul de France, to 
whom the ship’s papers were 
handed, took immediate steps to 
ascertain the crew’s where- 
abouts, and telegraphed to Can- 
cale, Pleherel, Chausey and other 
places with a-view to tracing 
them. It is established that 
the little vessel arrived at Can- 
cale on December 1 with a‘load of 
rond stone from Pleherel, a 
little port situated in  Cotes-du- 
Nord, between Cap Frehel and 
Erquy. After discharging her 
cargo she left Cancale on Decem- 
ber 3 bound for Plehere! in bal- 
last. The vessel carried two 
men when she left Cancale. 

Capt. Allix, asked whether he 
was going to send the Duke of 
Normandy out to the. Minquiers 
on the chance the men might .be 
there, gave it as his opinion also 
that they had landed on the 
French coast, and he did not con- 
sider it necessary to send the tug 
out as there’ was a lack of de- 
finite information and_ the 
weather was so calm. On re- 
ceiving this reply the proprietor 
of the Evening Post inquired 
whether it would be possible to 
charter the Duke of Normandy 
to take representatives of the 
paper in search of the men, 
Permission for the charter was 
asked of the President of the 
Piers and Harbours Committee, 
who advised the Deputy Har- 
bour master to await replies to 
the telegrams sent by the Consul 
and then to use lis own . dis- 
cretion. 

The Combressol is a well- 
found little veasel and the engine 
is stgted to be a good one, 
though the hull of the vessel is 
old. The La Rocque fishermen 
who found her, | Messrs. 
Mallet, A. Gallichan, and Geo, 
Marie, are taking it in turns to 
safeguard their prize. Capt. 
Rive, of the Harbourmaster’s 
staff, was, this morning, ‘en- 
gaged in taking an inventory of

(The Com- 
bressol was making her way 
along the French coast, and was 
off St. Malo, There. were two 
men on board, Edouard Alphonse 
Gesret, the skipper, and Cesar 
Anthoine Godefroy, seaman. 
_ The vessel was making way 
under power as there was little 
wind, but the fore and mainsails 
were set, Captain Gerset was 
steering and attending to the en- 
gine, and Godefroy was standing 
between the two masts, when 
» sudden gust caused the main- 
sail boom to jibe, and Godefroy 
was struck in the chest and flung 
overboard. His cry alarmed the 
skipper, who immediately put 
the engine into neitral, and went 
to the rescue jn the ship's boat. 
There was+'.a‘mist at the time, 
and a search lasting many 
minutes failed -to reveal any 
trace of the missing man, who 
had apparently sunk. ; Giving 
up the search, the skipper start- 
ed to make his way to the ketch, 
but the vessel had drifted off 
and was lost to sight in the mist, 
Left in such a terrible 
dicament, with his mate drowned 
and his vessel cruising off unat- 
tended, the skipper. mude_ the 
best of his way towards St, 
Malo, and after rowing for 
several hours eventually landed 
on the islet of Cezembre, in St. 
Malo Bay, whence he reached St. 
Malo in an exhausted condition. 
' The Combressol -is owned by 
the Compagne des Carrieres de 
YOuest, and is insured with 
Messrs. Roy, of Nantes. , 


Captain Edouard Alphonse 


Gerset, arrived in the Island on‘ 


Monday by’ the ss, St. Brieuc, 
accompanied ‘by a representa- 
tive of the Societe des Carrieres 
de l'Ouest, the owners of the 


vessel, and was met by M. le Con- |- 


sul de France. The party im- 
mediately went down to the Com- 
bressol and made an inspection 
of the vessel, after which an 
“E.P.” representative was kindly 
afforded an opportunity for an 
interview with the skipper, 8 
typical Breton sailor, who show- 
ed visible signs of his emotion as 
he graphically described his 
nerve-wracking experience. - 

“We left Cancale for Pleheret 
on Wednesday ‘ sfternoon,” said 
he. “and about 7.30 p.m. were

shaping our course seawards to 
round Cap Frehel. The night 
was calm but cold, and there was 
some mist, My mate, 

Anthoine Godefroy, had just 
come up from below after his 
supper and ‘had gone forrard to 
see that all was well before re- 
lieving me at the tille.

| 100 YEARS AGo. 
HOSPITAL SHIPS IN RIVER 
THAMES, 

Just s hundred years ago an 
epidemic of cholera caused havoc 
in many parts of the country, but 
it was severely felt in and about 
the port of London, says the 
Journal of Commerce. 

In those days there -were few, 
if any, precautions taken to fight 
against the importation of 
diseases, and ‘the ports of the 
country were particularly linble 
to be the starting points from 
which these spread to other parts 
of the kingdom. ’ 

_ How severe some of these in- 
Vasions were ate indicated in cer- 
tain old log books which have 
been unearthed from the dust of 
years in the cellars of the Sea- 
Hospital, Greenwich, 


‘which originally belonged to one 


(the Dreadnought) of three hos- 
nital ships’ moored of Greenwich 
more than a century ago to sup 
plement the work ‘of the shore 
hospitals, 

The log books in 
cover a period of nearly forty 
years, and refer particularly to 
the outbreak of cholera in 1830, 
and the recurrence of the disease 
in epidemic form in many sub- 
sequent years, “when the disease

Methods of Enumeration Described. 


SELECTING A DATE. 


In France “la population = de 
fait” consists of all persons pre- 
gent in a’ district at a given time 
and this ig distinguished from “la 
population de droit” consisting of 
all persons usually resident in 
the district inclusive of those tem- 
porarily absent and exclusive of 
those only temporarily present. 
We: distinguish these {wo methods 
of enumeration by calling the one 
de facto and the other de jure. In, 
Hong Kong as well as In all other 

' parts of the British Empire (ex- 
tept Canada) it is the de facto 
population ‘that ig enumerated. 
The great advantage in this me- 
thod is its simplicity and in Hong 
Kong any other method would be 
impossible, us there would be na 

*.menans of computing the number 
temporarily’ absent. The Chief 
objections to the de facto method 
tre that under i? visitors are in- 
cluded while temporary absenteca 
are excluded so that some places. 
have their population unduly in- 
fluted and others unduly diminish- 
ed. To minimise these objections 
it is usual to fix the time of the 
tensus at an hour of the day and 
at a season of the year at which 
the displacement of the population 
ata minimum. The date in Hong 
Kong was fixed with special refer- 
ence to China New Year and the 
Tsing Ming Festival.

the householder method is that the 
accuracy of the census is then limit- 
ed by the Intelligence and Hterary

is obyious that in Hong Kong the 
Nterary capacity is wanting in a 
Jarge proportion of the population, 
and that this method cannot there- 
fore be employed in its entirety, 
The chlef advantage of the can- 
vasser method js that difficulties 
due to ignorance or illiteracy of 
those enumerated are to a large 
extent obvinted. But for this 
method to be successtul the 
enumerators themselves must not 


‘only be fully. intelligent and have 


a clear knowledge of what is re- 
quired ‘ and how it should be re- 
corded but must also have the 
ability to obtain rendily the desir- 
ed information by ‘means of quos- 
tions well chosen and carefully 
asked.. It is hoped that good 
enumerators. will be obtained in 
Hong Kong and care is being taken 
to train them in their duties, 

The Canyasser Mit! od. 

The chief disndyaniase of the 
canvasser method by itself lies, 
in the fact that the enumeration, 
owing to the time taken in obtain- 
ing the desired information, is not 
synchronous for the whole countiy 
and thus it becomes difficult to 
avoid omissions and duplications 
due to changes of abode and also 
errors due to forgetfulness of the 
facts as these existed on the ‘cen- 
aus day when the enumetator does 
not call until some days after that 
date. In 1911 and 1921 the can- 
vasser method was employed as 
regards the New Territories’ and 
in enumerating ‘the Floating Popu- 
lation, one month being taken in 
the first instanee and 4 days’ in 
the second. , 

On Hong Kong Island, in Kow- 
loon - and “New Kowloon the 
Householder, Method was mainly 
used in 1921 and 1921. and an at- 
tempt-was made to fill in the gaps 
left by the illiterate by Having the 
forms filled in by the enumerators 
when collecting them., ; 

Tn some countries, notably in 
India and Ceylon where the pro- 
blem Is eimilar to that which faces 
us in Hong Kong, special expedienta

Hong Kong Method.

. TOURNAMENT PRACTICE. 


Now that practically all our 


tennis stars, excepting Austin and f, 


ONniff, are back in England from 
their wanderings in various lands, 
preparations for the next Davis Cup 
campalyn should be begun right 
away, writes H, R. McDonald, in the 
Evening News. 

It would not be o bad plan if the 
selectors decided at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, like other countries, 
What their team is going to be. 
Chopping and changing while the 
ties are in progress'is no good to 
anybody; the players get: unsettled, 
and there iy always the fear that a 
bad show may lose them their place 
in the aide. 

This, however, is a comparatively 
minor matter. The great thing fa 
to see that the chosen side is pro- 
perly prepared for the ordeal ahead 
of them, and that training, real 
training, starts forthwith. 

A Golden Opportunity, 

It is no good leaving this vital 
question of fitness to the players 
themselves. It hag failed in the 
past, but, now that England has a 
band of young, keen and conscien- 
tious players to choose from, a 
golden opportunity has arisen to 
make the very most of the undoubt- 
ed talent that England possesees, 

The non-playing captain—if this 
obsolete office is persiated with— 
has quite enough to do supervising 
the details of play and giving 
tactlenl advice. . 

What ‘is really wanted is a man- 
ager for our Davis Cup team, offi- 


cially appointed in the early days of ; 


the New Year, to \devote himself 
entirely to the needs.and interest of 
the team. The appointment of a 
non-playing captain for each match, 
who May happen to be one and tho 
same man, ts old-fashioned in the 
light of the procedure in other 
countries, ; 


Masseur Required, 

The Americans do not do it, nor 
do the French. If the team is 
chosen early on one of the, players 
can be elected to ekipper the side 
on‘court, where there is really little 
for a'captain to do, especially now 
that Rule 28 (which, I take it, ap- 
plies to ‘the Davis Cup) has been 
amended to prevent o player ‘re- 
ceiving instruction or advice dur- 
ing a match, vo : 

A first-class trainer who is a 
good masseur should also be ap- 
pointed to assist the mnrager in 
preparing the players and keeping 
them fit. 

It is only by auch means as these 
that our weak spots in regard to 
the Davis Cup can be eradicated. 
In actual talent our-young men are 
little, {fat all, inferior to the 
majority of ‘éverseas players, but 
they do lack the ability to force an 
advantage home. 

France's Team Spirit. 

. I have’ a shrewd euspicion that 
is‘ largely a matter of temperament; 
training, and outlook on the game. 
Our youngsters must learn or be 
‘taught:the team spirit of France 
and the deadly concentration and 
grim determination of the Ameri- 
cans, 

They must ‘cast aside every hind- 
Fance and' give themselves and 
thelr minds wholly to the task of 
winning back the Davis Cup. Each 
man must place himself entirely 
under the control of the manager 


and trainer from the moment he].

Sir H. Goschen on Needs 
of London School. 


At ithe annual meeting of the 
Court of Governors of the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine held receitly the work of 
the School In the first year of its 
Occupation of the new building in 
Keppel Street (Gower Street) —tha 
gift of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
opened by the Prince of Wales in 
July last year—was reviewed, The 
chairman of the Court, Sir Holburt. 
J. Waring, presided. 

Sir Harry Goschen presented the 
sixth annual report of the board of 
management, of which he is chair- 
man.. He sald the financial poai- 
tion waa satiafactory up to a point. 
The Court of the University had 
notified, after an independent re- 
view of the school’s funds, the con- 
tinuance of the yearly grant of 
£40,000 for the present quinquen- 
nial period. The school. however; 
had to supplement this by volun- 
‘tary effort to meet not only the coat 
of the present programme but also 
the cast of developments, especial. 
ly in regard to hygiene and medi- 
cine in relation to industry, which 

.| Was. pressing for attention. For 
this the achool must possess a 
large endowment, Independent of 
any Government grants, and be 
free from any hampering financial 
anxiety. A special committee of 
the board of management had been 
conkidering the problem, and it 
vas the ntention that Sir Andrew 
Balfour; when his health permit- 
ted, should visit the Colonies and 
make an appeal on behalf of the 
school. 


Valuable Service, 

A further income of at least 
£5000 should be assured from 
Colonial Government resources. 
The reception of the Colonial 
Governors at the achool in July 
would have given most of them an 
opportunity of seeing a! first hand 
the building and 
The school had rendered ‘most 
valuable servicea to the Colonial 
medical service with properly 

ytrained men; and the high stand. 
ard of the school’s course of study 
in tropical medicine ant hygiern 
were being maintained, 

The Dean of the School (Profes- 
sor W. W. Jameson) said that dur- 
ing the first academic ysar, which 
ended In July, no fewer than 217 
post-graduate students had attend- 
ed the courses, and a further 75 
non-medical persons proceeding to 
the tropics had attended the lec- 
tures on tropical hygiene, He re- 
ferred to the valuable sasistance 
rendered by the Seamen's Hospital 
Society, whose recent extension of 
the Hospital for Tropical Diseases 
provided a centre for the teaching 
of tropical medicine in association 
with the school of which the whole 
Empire might be proud. He com- 
mended to the Court the school’s 
activities in the divisions of madi- 
cal zoology, of bacterlology, of 
biochemistry and: chemistry, and 
of epidemiology and vital statis- 
ties, : : 

Through the public health divf- 
sion, which he described as the 
general utility division of the 
‘school, a valuable. Malton was 
‘being rapidly established with the 
public. health services, not only in 
Britain, but in alt parts of 
the world. A beginning had been 
made with the teaching of indus- 
trial physiology and medical in- 
dustrial psychology, in both of 
which branches of study consider- 
able problems were pressing for 
the attention of the school.

Science, 
Vienna, Nov. 12. 

The death of Kerl Kupelwieser 
the owner of the beautiful little 
island of Brion! in. the Adriatic, 
now belonging to Italy, recalls its 
remarkable development at the 
hands of Paul Kupelwieser, Kar!’s 
father. 

In the eighties Paul, the son of 
Leopold Kupelwieser, a well-known 
Austrian painter, acquired the 
island, altuated: close to the then 
Austrian naval fort of Pola. , 

. Brioni was a wild, uninhabited 
place, avoided in consequence ~of 
malaria, Paul Kupelwiese, hovw- 
ever, was struck by its magnificent 
natural charms, and with great 
pluck, energy, and considerable out- 
lay, turned it into a highly-fre- 
quented bathing place, competing 
successfully with’ the French and 
Italian Riveras. .It.was Dr. Robert 
Koch, the Rérlin bacteriologist, who 
gave it a new and galubrious as- 
pect. F , 

Brioni proved a paradise of woods 
and gardens by the deop blue aea, 
and was provided with a first-class 
hotel, villas, and bathing establish- 
ments. Bub Pola belng an Aus- 
trian naval centre, the Archduke 
Ferdinand,.the then ‘heir to the 
throne, disliked the idea of civilian 
ownership for the island. Kupel- 
wieser refused to sell the island, but 
a fort with a wireless staTfon wag 
established on it, 

During the war, many. of the 
lovely trees were cut down for 
military reasons and these gardens 
were ravaged. Paul Kupelwleser 
tied a few years ago and left the 
place to his two. sons, who several 
months ago, owing to financial 
difficulties, furned the enterprise 
Into a limited company. Although 
they kept up, with the times and 
Brion| became a centre of sporta, 
other bathing places of more south- 
ern situation, . although far less 
beautiful, proved more attractive, 

Karl Kupelwieser, who was mar- 
rled and aged fifty was found dead 
in the garden of his villa in his 
‘aland paradise, the tragedy being 
alternatively .racribed to accident 
and suicide, Through the Peace 
Treaty Brioni had became Italian, 
Karl Punelwicser had many Italfan 
friends, and a fascist guard of 
honour watches over his coffin.

When it is stated that the daily 
production of crude petroleum in 
U.S.A. is now, approximately 124 
million gallons; it will be realised 
what vast potential wealth looms 
ahead for the world’s oil industries 
should this new process be the 
success anticipated. Not only, it 
is reported, is the hydrogenation 
process applicable to crude olf, but 
even to coal. and low-grade lignite, 
and as Australia possesses vast 
quantities of the latter, the de- 
velopment of this latest system of 
distillation may yet have a very 
important bearing on the produc- 
tion of motor fuel in this ‘country.

It Is thirteen years since the 
award was offered and Mr 
Needham is the firat candidate for 
what is recognised as the hardest 
teat“ever faced by motor and man. 

With a stock  eight-cylindor 
Buick, equipped with oversize tyres 
and raised to give the engine clear- 
ance over muskeg and stumps, 
Needham is now deep in the’ road- 
less wilderness that separates 
Hearts from Nipigon in northern 
Ontario.. Ags Needham has survey- 
ed hia route, the gap is 600 miles. 

It took him but three days to go 
from Halifax to Hearst, but the 
next 380 miles took a week. Once 
at Nipigon, he picks up the trans- 


Canadian highway and will have al. 


good road to the other side of Fort 
William and then nothing but a 
trail to Kenora, from whence he 
will have to blaze his route to the 
Manitoba boundary.. His troubles 
will then be over until he reaches 
the Rocky Mountains. There is 
only a short stretch in the moun- 
tains. lacking a highway, and once 
over this the route is clear to 
Vancouver. 
Six-Months’ Survey. 

It all sounds simple to anyone 
who has never attempted travel in 
the wilds of northern Ontario. It 
cost more money to build a rail- 
way around the north shore of Lake 
Superior than it did to penetrate 
the Rockfes, It is this stretch of 
wilderness which has forced Cana- 
dlans to cross Canada by motoring 
through the United States. 
road {a slowly being built, but 
Needham is not waiting for the 
highway to win the Rutherford 
award, prize trophy of Canadian 
motordom. 

Needham has spent six months 
surveying his own route to avoid 
caényona, Jarge rivers, muskeg and 
the thickest of foresta, Aeroplanes 
have left gasoline and ol} in caches 
for him. Then he bought equip- 
ment: and stocked his car until it 
looked like a combination of black- 
smith shop and a lumber - camp. 
Then he set out on his trail-blazing 
journey. “ 

The Rutherford medal has a long 
row .of restrictions. The car must 
cross Canada entirely on its own 
power, The driver fs allowed one 
assistant. but cannot recruit a gang 
from a lumber camp if he finds him- 
self in difficulties. He is permitted 
to cross railway tracks. but must 
not-run along a railway right-of- 
way. Ferries and rafts are banned 
for crossing rivers, He must 
bridge or ford them. 

The trip is exciting more interest 
in the Dominion than a trans- 
Atlantic aeroplane hop. Every 
yard of the journey offers a test 
whichris a challenge to the driving 
skiJl and ingenuity of the operator 
as well as -being a magnificent test 
of the power and ruggedness of 
the car. Needham expects his
